OTTAWA,  Oct.  3.—- Outspoken  expressions  of  opinion  regarding 

the  old  system  of  party  patronage  in  preference  to  the  administration 

oi  the  Civil  Service  Act  by  the  Civil  Service  Coomiission  were  the 

.^features  of  the  second  reading  of  Hon.  A.  K.  Maclean's  bill  to  ratify 

the  new  civil  service  classification. 

This  classification  was  tabled  in  Parliament  toward  the  end  of 
the  regular  session,  and  deals  with  both  the  inside  and  the  outside 
service.  It  has  since  been  subjected  to  considerable  revision.  Despite 
the  many  objections  voiced  in  the  House  to  the  bill,  it  was  given 
second  reading  and  referred  to  a  special  committee. 

The  arguments  of  members  opposed  to  the  present  civil  serviite 
.system  were  mainly  to  the  effect  that  it  is  wrong  both  in  theory  and 
'in  practice ;  that  the  nrost  efficient  officials  in  the  Government  service 
iwere  named  under  the  old  system,  -  because  members     made     their 
mendations  with  a  sense  of  responsibility,  and  that  better  re- 
sults would  follow  a  return  to  the  practices  that  prevailed  before  the 
passage  of  the  Civil  Service  Act  in  1908.     Members  who  disapproved 
of  the  existing  system  included  Hon.  T.  W.  Crothers,  ex-Minister  of 
Labor;  Dr.  Edwards,  H.  C.  Hocken  and  Thomas  Foster,  East  York, 
while  supporters  of  the  abolition  of  political  patronage  included  Dr. 
Ch<irles  Sheard,  Dr.  Michael  Steele,  R.  L.  Richardson  and  H.  M.

MARSHAL  APPROVED

PARIS,  Oct.  2. — Durlns  yesterdmy'i 
aeaaion  of  the  Chamber  of  Deputies. 
M.  Ytmrnesarmy  Mked  '  It  Marshal 
Koch  had  approved  of  the  date  and 
conditions  of  the  armistice.  Tho 
Petit  Parlslen  this  morntnc  publishea 
the  text  of  a  letter  through  which  the 
Marshal  made  known  hu  prepara- 
tions, and  declared  that  these  condi- 
tions were  exaifiined  In  the  presence 
of  the  Commal»d'er-ln-Chlef  at  Ver- 
■aJlles  on  November  1  and  November 
4  last.  The  newspaper  says  the  Mar- 
shal made  no  objections  to  the  con- 
ditions of  the  armistice  and  that  the 
conditions  wliich  were  presented  to 
Mathlas  Ersberaer,  chairman  of  the 
German  armistice  commission,  were 
thd  very  ones  he  proposed.

At  2  o'clock  this  morning,  tils  Cem- 
nens,  on  a  division  of  -IM  to  66,  a  gov- 
ernment majority  of  23,  reJected^Mr. 
D.  D.  McKensle's  motion  demanding  the 
appointment  of  a  parliamentary  commit- 
tee to  Investigate  in  the  manner  of  tak- 
ing ,of  the  soldiers'  vote  at  the  last 
gen^r^l  election,  as  well  as  the  sending 
of  a  code  telegram  und^r  the  signature 
of  Hon.  Arthur  Meighen  to  Sir  Robert 
Borden,  In  regard  to  the  apportioning 
of  one  thousand  soldiers'  votes  in  Manr 
Itoba.  The  division,  which  was  a 
straight  party  aitalr.  was  preceded  by 
much  excitement  when  Mr.  McKenzle 
produced  the  original  telegram.'  and 
Mr.  Melghsn  after  looking  It  over,  do- 
clared  that  it  was  not  in  his  hand 
writing,  and  that  he  had  not  writtea  it 
or  Initialed  K. 

Considerable  crossfire  and  conluston 
followed.  Mr.  MoKensle.  who  was  ci- 
erolsing  his  privilege  an  the  mover  of 
the  nMtlon,  to  close  the  debate,  declined 
to  give  the  door  to  Mr.  Meighen,  who 
desired  to  make  a  statement.  The  Min- 
ister, during  the  course  of  this  flurry, 
declared  the  telegram  as  produced  to 
be  a  forgery. 

After  the  discussion  Hon.  C.  -3.  Doh- 
erty  claimed  that  the  telegram  pro- 
duced bad  become  the  property  of  the 
House.  He  maintained  that  the  docu- 
ment, •«  far  as  it  could  be  examined, 
was  not  what  Mr.  McKenzle  claimed  It 
to  b^  Insofar  as  the  signature  of  Mr. 
Meissen  or  the  address  of  HIr  Robert 
Oorden  was  concerned.  . 

Mr.  MoKensle  replied  that  the  docu- 
ment was  the  photograph  of  the  orig- 
inal and  that  he  had  not  tabled   It. 

After  some  discussion,  the  npcaker 
upheld   Mr.   McKensle's  coatentlon.

WASHINGTON,  Oct.  2.— At  last

WINNIPEXJ,  Oct.  2.— According  to 
evidence  submitted  by  Mr.  C.  F.  Ran- 
nard,  presideivt  of  the  Rannard  Shoe 
Cohipany,  at  today's  Hitting  of  the 
Board  of  Commerce,  a  gross  profit 
amounting  to  almost  50  per  cent  Is 
realized  on  every  pair  of  highest 
priced  Canadian  and  American  men's 
and  women's  shoes  BOld  by  his  com- 
pany. Of  the  two,  Canadian  manu- 
factured shoes  bring  in  slightly  better 
returns,  there  being  no  duty  to  pay, 
although  the  manufacturers'  price 
was  shown  to  be  higher. 

That  the  cost  of  ehoes  to  the  pub- 
lic would  be  under  government  con- 
trol next  year,  was  Intimated  by  Mr. 
Harry  Whiila,  K.C.,  the  cross-exam- 
ing  attorney,   when  he  said: 

"Never  mind  worrying  about  what 
shoea  will  cost  next  year;  we  will 
have  something  to  say  about  that. 
Mr.  Kannard.  It  Is  the  cost  price 
and  selling  price  of  shoes  now  that 
we  want." 

Mr.  .  Rannard,  on  the  stand,  ad- 
mitted when  cross-questioned,  that 
shoemen  put  their  prices  up  on  stock 
already  In  the  store  when  they  be- 
came cognizant  of  an  advance  which 
was  threatened  in  manufacturers' 
prices.

OTTAWA,  Oct.  ».  —  An  official 
statement  covering  the  proceedings  at 
the  Unionist  caMeus  held  today  was 
given  out  tonight.     It  is  as  follows: 

"Mr.  Hume  Cronyn  presided  at  a 
caucus  of  Government  supporters  this 
morning,  at  which  there  was  a  very 
full  attendance.  The  proceedings  were 
characterised  by  great  earnestness 
and  unanimity.  Sir  Robert  Borden 
addressed  the  caucus  for  an  hour,  and 
pointed  out  In  the  first  place  the  plat- 
form, conMiflting  of  twelve  articles, 
which  were  submitted  to  the  people 
of  Canada  on  October  8,  1917.  and 
upon  which  the  Government  received 
Its  mandate  from  the  people.  He  em- 
phasised the  fact  that  in  the  policy 
then  outlined  there  were  included  not 
only  tho  vigorous  prosecution  of  the 
war.  but  many  imporUnt  subjects. 
Among  them  were  civil  service  reform 
and  the  abolition  of  patronage,  the 
extension  of  the  franchise  to  women, 
adequate  taxation  of  war  profits, 
effective  arrangements  for  demobllt- 
xation,  the  care  and  vocational  train- 
ing of  returned  men  for  assistance  In 
enabling  them  to  locate  upon  the 
land,  and  for  adequate  penalona.  Be- 
sides tMs.  the  policy  had  included  the 
development  of  transportation  faclll- 
tlSs,  co-operative  rhahagement  of  tbe 
various  railway  syslsms^  the  .  ancour- 
agement  and  developmept  of  shl»- 
Mitldfki^  and  the  investigation  of  tlie 
poesthlHties  of  air*  service.  It  slao 
embraced  effective  measures  to,  pra- 
vent  fxcesMlve  profits,  and  it  Inciudad 
the  general  development  of  the  varied 
resources  of  Canads.  their  conserva- 
tion and  wtlltaMtion  for  the  a4vaniage 
of  the  peopla.  the  adequate  edosider- 
ation-  af  the  needs  ot  th«  IndOstrial 
population  and  tho  maintenMnre  of 
good  relations  between  employers  and 
cmployaA  •

"The  Prime  Minister  strongly 
phasised  the  fact  that  the  record  of 
the  Government  in  the  fulfilment  of 
Its  pledges  to  the  pieople  was  un- 
equalled In  the  political  history  of 
this  country.  He  then  proceeded  to 
elaborate  at  considerable  length  the 
policy  which  should  direct  and  con- 
trol tho  administration  of  public  af- 
fairs during  the  lifetime  of  the  pre- 
sent parliament.  He  invited  the  close 
and  earnest  consideration  of  tho  sup- 
porters of  the  Government  lit  the 
progrsmme  thus  outlined,  and  he  sug- 
gested that  at  a  later  date  a  caucus 
should  be  held  at  which  the  opinions 
of  members  of  the  party,  after  due 
consideration,  should  be  expressed 
upon  the  programme  which  he  sug- 
gested for  their  consideration. 

"The  proposals  of  the  Prime  Minis- 
ter were  received  with  enthuslaam 
and  approval.  Several  members  of 
the  Oovernmeht,  Including  Sir  Henry 
Drayton,  Mr.  Sifton,  Mr.  Rowell.  Sir 
George  Foster.  Mr.  Calder  and  Mr. 
Maclean,  were  called  upon  to  speak, 
and  their  addresses  were  received  with 
warm  applause. 

"Sir  Robert  Borden  .  was  greatly 
touched  by  the  spontaneous  and  warm 
welcome  with  which  he  was  greeted. 
He  annoupced  his  tntentlbn.  under 
th<-  advice  of  his  physician,  of  Uk- 
ing  such  rest  from  active  work  as 
would  enable  him  thoroughly  to  re- 
gain his  ususi  heslth  and  vigor.

Their  first  hours  on  American  soil 
were  spent  quietly  at  their  hotel  rest- 
Ing  after  their  vbyage.  and  celebrat- 
ing their  nineteenth  wedding  anni- 
versary. By  their  express  wish,  the 
welcome  to  New  York  will  not  begin 
until  noon  tomorrow.  At  that  hour 
will  start  an  arduous  round  of  re- 
ceptions and  night-seeing,  which 
eventually  will  take  them  to  San 
Francisco  and  back  to  Washington, 
where  they  will  be  guests  at  the 
White  House.  The  Belgian  royalties 
were  given  the  official  freedom  of 
the  United  States  by  Vice-President 
Marshall  when  they  stepped  ashore 
from  the  trsnsport  George  Washing- 
ton on  the  Government  pier  at  Ho- 
boken    at    noon    today.

ROME,  Oct.  2. — Premier  NIttI,  in  a 
letter  addreaaed  to  his  conetltuenta, 
declared  that  In  the  preaent  emer- 
gency there  la  tba  ntmoat  neceaalty  of 
re-eatablishlna  dieclpline  in  tha  army 
and  endlna  domestic  conflicts.  He 
asserts  that  "all  lUllans  are  animated 
by  the  same  patriotic  spirit,  the  only 
divergence  belay  relative  to  methods 
followed  In  manaatng  affairs." 

FIUMB.  Tuesday,  Sept.  SO. — ^Discip- 
line amona  Italian  reaular  soldiers  is 
very  low  alongr  the  armistice  line,  and 
their  ofRcers  have  little  control  over 
them  in  enforcing  the  blockade  of 
Fiume.  As  a  result  Capt.  Oabriele 
d'Annu^sio's  army  is  belngr  constantly 
reinforced  by  deserters,  whole  com- 
panies and  battalions  marching  Into 
Fiume  to  join  his  forces. 

PARIS,  Oct.  2. — The  situation  in 
Hungary,  upon  which  depends  the 
negotiation  of  a  peace  with  that  coun- 
try. Is  much  overshadowed  by  the 
Flume  complications,  since  the  Ital- 
ians are  quite  unwilling  to  take  any 
action  which  might  be  ofTenaive  to 
Roupuuiia,  and  a  large  portion  of 
French  officialdom  is  apparently  sup- 
porting the  Italians  iq  this  Inaction. 
As  a  reHult  the  British  and  American 
members  of  the  supreme  council  are 
the  only  ones  who  are  insisting  that 
Roumanla  must  cease  harasHlng  Hun- 
gary, so  that  a  new  government  may 
be  eAablished  with  which  peace  can 
be  negotiated. 

There  is  grave  doubt  whether  cer- 
tain powers  are  maMng  any  attempt 
«o  force  the  blockade  on  Roumanla, 
and  their  officials  In  the  Balkans  are 
apparently  making  little  effort  to 
carry  out  their  Instructions. 

At  this  rate,  restoration  of  order  in 
the  Balkans  and  the  completion  of 
the  Hungarian  treaty  will  be  long  de- 
layed, and  the  conclusion  of  the 
peace  conference  may  be  prolonged 
indefinitely. 

ROME.  Oct.  2.— The  Italian  steam- 
er Bpiro.  with  200  Italian  troops  and 
some  American  officers  on  board, 
bound  for  Cattaro.  is  declared  in  a 
dispatch  from  Bar!  to  The  Temps,  to 
have  been  shot  at  by  Jugo-aiav  regu- 
lar forces. 

FIUME.  Tuesday,  Sept.  30. — Oab- 
riele d'Annunzio's  staff  is  in  the 
p«(1ac«  here  engaged  in  working  out 
military  problems.  They  have  laid 
plans  for  a  Surprise  attack  on  Dalma- 
tia,  but  it  is  not  intended  to  carry 
them  into  execution — they  were  sim- 
ply "for  fancy." 

Rear  Admiral  Andrews,  head  of  the 
American  naval  forces,  will  retain  his 
headquarters  at  Abbasia.  The  cruiser 
Pittsburg  is  still  at  Spalato.  The 
Jufto-Slav  frontier  has  been  com- 
pletely closed  by  d'Annunxio's  forces. 

PARIS.  Oct.  2.— BV.  Milenko  R. 
Vesnltch,  one  of  the  Jugo-Slav  dele- 
gates to  the  peace  conference,  told  the 
Associated  Press  this  morning  he  was 
not  surprised  at  Captain  Oabriele 
d'AnniHizlo'a  declaration  that  he  con- 
sidered himself  In  a  state  of  war  with 
Jugo-Slavia. 

"It  is  only  a  continuance  of  his 
cinematographic  procedure,"  said  Dr. 
Vesnltch. 

"As  far  as  the  kingdom  of  Serbs, 
Croatlans  and  Slovenes  is  concerned," 
he  continued,  "It  does  not  know  Capt. 
d'Annunzio,  and  consequently  has  no 
reason  to  Uka  notice  of  his  declara- 
tion."

WINNIPEG,  Oct.  2.— Mayor  Chae. 
F.  Gray,  formally  announced  today 
his  intention  to  seek  re-election  for 
another  year  on  November  28  next, 
and  opened  his  campaign  at  the 
C.  P.  R.  shops  when  3,000  workers 
were  at  lunch. 

A  certain  percentage  of  the  men 
did  not  wish  to  hear  what  he  had  to 
say. 

"Do  you  want  to  hear  me?"  nskcd 
Mayor  Gray  amid  a  regular  hubbub 
of  voices,  some  contending  for  fair 
hearing  and  others  for  him  to  leave. 

"All  right,  then,  I  am  quite  satis- 
fied," he  said.  "I  want  to  tell  you  first 
of  my  Intention  to  run  again  so  that 
you  can  organize  your  forces  against 
me.    I'll  fight  you  like  hell." 

The  Mayor  intends  to  r^arry  the  tight 
into  the  enemy's  territory,  he  de- 
clares. "I  will  go  to  places  wher*  I

They  left  a  message  for  the  com- 
mittee, which  was  delivered  after  the 
chair  had  caUed  those  yltnessss  sov- 
orai  times,  in  which  tEey  stated  that 
they  did  not  intend  to  go  through  the 
same  grilling  as  Flynn  had  been  sub- 
lected  to,  and  would  Join  him  la.  his 
course  of  pub^c  meetings. 

EarUer  in  the  day  C.  G.  MacNeil, 
counsel  for  the  O.W.V.A.  produced 
before  the  committee  a  "human  doc- 
ument" in  the  form  of  Rupert  C. 
Pritchard,  a  man  who  had  served  with 
the  British  and  Canadian  armies  and 
had  been  wounded  and  shell  shocked: 
was  unable  to  resume  Ms  trade,  which 
before  the  war  had  netted  bim  70 
cents  an  hour,  and  now  was  "broke." 
He  had  Just  secured  a  Job  delivering 
telegranui  for  the  Canadian  Pacific 
Railway  Company's  Telegraphs,  at 
which  he  hoped  to  earn  a  living  while 
waiting  for  hia  ponalon  ehoqwo.

He  had  been  brought  fr^m  Wash- 
ington to  enter  the  Vocational  School: 
became  diasatlsfiod  and  loft  because 
they  refused  hlni  the  course  ho  want- 
ed, and  then  could  only  get  a  ticket 
back  to  the  border,  where  he  would 
have    been   stranded. 

Captain  N.  F.  Parkinson,  recalled, 
said  Pritchard,  a  previous  witness,  had 
been  found  unsuitable  as  a  motion 
picture  operator  owing  to  his  dis- 
ability, and  was  given  a  commercial 
course  as  a  multigraph  operator. 
Pritchard,  the  Witness,  said  Mr.  Mac- 
nell,  was  hardly  in  a  full  normal 
condition  owing  to  his  being  shell- 
shocked.  There  Is  a  private  fund  at 
the  department  which  may  be  had 
to  carry  a  man  in  straitened  cir- 
cumstances until  he  receives  his  pay 
and   allowances.

WINNIPEG,  Oct  2.— That  J.  Harry

CASE  PROCEEDING 

SOUTH  VANCOUVER.  Oct.  2.— 
Heraam  Singh,  one  of  tho  four 
Hindus  who  are  on  trial  in  the. South 
Vancouver  police  court  for  the  mur- 
der of  1^1  Singh  in  May.  1917,  when 
asked  at  the  time  of  his  arrest  last 
month  what  happened  to  I..al  Singh, 
lost  consciousness,  swayed  and  fell  to 
the  ground. 

This  developed  in  the  evidence  of 
William  Spratt,  a  detective  on  the 
South  Vancouvfr  police  force,  who 
arrested  Hernam  Singh  on  September 
17  last.

Charred  bones,  believed  to  be  those 
of  the  misoing  man,  were  found  in  a 
mill  burner. 

Tho  case  Is  proceeding. 


PARIS."  Oct.  i. — The  Chamber  of 
Deputies  today  ratified  tho  German 
peace  treaty  by  a  vote  of  372  to  53. 

The  Chamber  then  took  up  the  trea- 
ties between  France  and  the  United 
States  and  France  and  Great  Britain. 
The  Franco-American  and  Franco- 
British  treaties  were  unanimously  rati- 
fied. 

A  total  of  601  votes  was  cast  for  the 
two  treaties. 

Complete  ratification  of  the  Ver- 
sailles peace  treaty  with  Germany  by 
both  houses  of  the  French  parliament 
is  expected,  very  shortly,  possibly 
within  four  days.  Following  today's 
ratification  by  the  Chamber  of  Depu- 
ties, tho  Senate  will  immediately  take 
up  the  discussion.  The  peace  com- 
mittee qf  that  body  has  already  com- 
pleted its  study  of  the  document. 

The  debate  in  the  Senate  is  expect- 
ed in  parliamentary  circles  to  be  quite 
short,  possibly  not  exceeding  four 
days.

MAUNA  LOA  EJECTS 
GREAT  LAVA  STREAM 

HILO.  T.  H..  Oct.  2.— A  stream  of 
lava  one  thousand  feet  wide  Is  flow- 
ing into  the  sea  at  the  rate  of  from 
20  to  30  miles  an  hour  from,  tho 
crater  of  the  volcano  Mauna  Loa, 
which  first  threw  forth  lava  Saturday. 
These  streams  of  lava  are  now  a 
virtual  river  from  20  to  30  feet  high. 
Where  the  lava  flows  Into  the  sea  the 
water  is  boiling  for  half  a  mile,  and 
Is   strewn    with    dead    fish. 

The  side*  of  the  flow  arc  banked 
up  by  cooled  lava,  and  red-hot  boul- 
ders   carried    In    the    stream    explode 


damage  resulting  from  the  activity 
of  Mauna  Loa  has  not  been  large,  al- 
though some  forests  and  a  few  house* 
have  been  destroyed.  The  lava  flow 
is  mostly  throiiKh  a  barren  country 
cpvered   by  previous  flows 

Several  herds  of  cattle  are  reported 
penned  in  by  the  divergent  flows. 
Near  the  source  of  the  flow  the  vol- 
cano remains  normal  and  seemingly 
unaffected,  although  great  clouds  of 
steam  can  .be  seen  coming  from  the 
peak. 

Volcano  Kilauea,  an  adjacent  peak, 
remains  unaffected  by  Mauna  Loa'a 
activity.  Thousands  of  people  are 
going  from  Hllo  and  other  points 
on   the  island   to  witness  the  flow.

-Col.  H.  D.  Hulnif,  (\>ninils.sion- 
er  for  Hrilish  Columbia,  ai  the  Court 
House.  The  inquiry  Htarted  off  with 
a  fair  number  of  IntenKcly  interested 
spectators,  and  at  tho  counsel  table 
were  J.  B.  Pattullo,  K.C.,  the  Do- 
minion Government  counsel,  and  1). 
A.  Macdunald,  K.C.,  who  in  the  coun- 
sel for  the  Provincial  (Jovernment  at 
the  hearing.  A  feature  of  the  first 
session  was  the  number  of  women 
who  were  present,  and  who  were  in 
most  cases  prepared  to  give  the  com-^ 
missloner   tho    benefit   of   their    vlow.s. 

"The  public  should  make  their 
complaints  in  writing,  and  should 
come  forward  and  lend  us  every  pos- 
sible assistance,  otherwise  the  bene- 
ficial results  we  hope  for  may  not 
accrue,"  suggested  Mr.  Pattullo,  at 
the   start   of   the    inquiry. 

"I  trust  the  public  will,  now  that 
there  is  an  opportunity,  do  their  beat 
to  help  us  grapple  with  this  problem," 
said    CommlHsloncr    Hulme. 

Retallora  Wck-omc  Inqairy 

"The  retail  trade  approves  very 
heartily  of  this  Investigation."  said 
Mr.  Corley.  Secretary  of  the  Retail 
Merchants'  Association.  "The  retail- 
ers themselves  are  the  victims  of  the 
lack  of  system  in  distribution  Just 
as  much  as  the  consumers.  There 
may  be  Individual  cases  of  hoarding 
or  taking  advantage  of  the  condi- 
tions, but  to  hold  these  upas  typical 
of  the  trade  is  most  unfair.  Our  as- 
soclatloi;  would  like  to  be  represent- 
ed here  by  a  qualified  accountant 
during  the  hearings.   If  possible." 

"I  see  no  objection  to  that,"  re- 
marked the  Cammissioner.  "Are  the 
retailers  of  this  city  limited  In  their 
charges  by  any  order  that  you  know 
of.   Mr.  Corley?" 

"The  retail  merchants  have  not 
heard  of  any  order."  replied  the 
secretary. 

Robert     Dinning,    of    the     B.C.     Di- 
vision. Canadian  Credit  Men's  Associ- 
ation, stated   that  the   wholesaler  gets 
the   price  of  sugar   from   the   refinery 
>wl«en    they    hit    the    water.      Pronerty      and  sells  to  the  retailer  at  that  price. 

The  retailer's  ijrofit  was  generally 
understood  to  be  one  cent  per  pound. 
"Then  If  we  find  merchants  charg- 
ing more  than  that  profit  tney  are 
guilty  of  an  offence,"  remarked  the 
commissioner. 

The  commissioner  asked  If  any  of 
the  ladles  at  the  inquiry  would  like 
to  give  the  board  the  benefit  of  their 
opinions  on  these  questions.  "What 
we  need  In  Canada  is  a  system  of 
free  trade — with  all  tariffs  on  food- 
stuffs abolished."  said  one  lady  In 
answer  to  a  question  from  the  coni- 
missioner.  "We  do  not  want  any 
restrictions  of  any  kind  upon  trade, 
and  to  remove  these  we  must  go  after 
the    Government." 

"I  blame  the  people  for  paying 
the  present  prices  at  all."  said  an- 
other. "The  people  Iheinsclves  are 
to  blame  largely.  If  they  refused  to 
pay  these  i>rices  they  would  soon 
conic  down.  But  as  It  is  they  actu- 
ally make  for  the  highest  priced  iir- 
tlcle.  Their  pockets  are  full  of 
money,  and  many  even  boast  of  the 
high    prices    they    pay." 

"Those  same  jieople  who  pay  the 
prices  are,  in  your  opinion,  the  very 
people  who  complain  loudest  of  the 
high  cost  of  living?"  asked  the  com- 
mission. 

"Exactly,"  replied  the  witness. 
Alderman  .loe  Hosklns  cliaracter- 
Ized  the  present  prlre.M  of  commodi- 
lie«t  as  "sotnethlng  fearful,"  particu- 
larly such  necessities  as  beef  and 
coal,  In  whl«'h,  he  stated,  excessive 
profits   are    being    made. 

Only  punishment  of  profiteers  will 
serve  any  purpose  in  this  inriulry.  in 
the  opinion  of  I).  Stevens,  who  was 
also  strongly  of  the  opinion  that  the 
producer  Is  not  to  blame  for  present 
prices,  but  that  the  fault  is  between 
the  manufacturer,  wholesaler  and  re- 
tailer. Mr.  Stevens  suggested  that  too 
much  food  material  Is  destroyed  In 
and    around    A'ancouver. 

"A  curious  fact  about  the  eity  res- 
taurants." remarked  Mr.  Stevens,  "is 
that  while  beef  Is  lower  in  price  than 
last  year.  It  costs  more  on  the  res- 
taur.int  manu  today,  and  also,  that 
you  can  buy  New  Zealand  mutton 
and  butter  more  cheaply  In  Seattle 
and  Portland  than  you  can  in  Van- 
couver. It  costs  about  one-third  less 
to  feed  a  family  in  Portland,  for 
Instance,  than  here.  Fruit  stores  run 
by  foreigners  are  heavy  profiteers. 
and  another  fact  is  that  infected  fruit 
is  dlaplayed  for  sale — at  top  prices." 
-Sprnid"  In  Beef  Prtce* 
The  spread  in  the  price  of  beef, 
from  producer  to  consumer,  was 
brought  up  by  Alderman  Hoskin 
when  he  Informed  the  l>oard  that  on 
fk  recent  visit  to  Calgary  he  had 
purchased  beef  on  the  hoof  for  7  H 
centa  a  pound,  and  could  have  bought 
the  bast  beef  for  »  cents  a  pound. 
In  this  connection,  he  informed  the 
board  that  people  of  Vancouver  did 
not  know  whether  they  were  getting 
the  best   beef  or  some  other   kind.

— An  interesting 
contest  in  the  Provincial  arena  is 
proxniaed  in  South  Wellington,  where 
an  Anglican  clergynuin.

ST.  THOMAS,  Ont.,  Oct.  2. — When 
Hon.  F.  G.  MacDiarmld  was  nomi- 
nated by  the  Conservatives  of  West 
Elgin  yesterday  he  declared  that  the 
United  Farmers'  movement  was  "a 
vice"  that  should  be  destroyed  at 
once.  The  farmers  had  been  Ill-ad- 
vised and  he  urged  any  farmers 
present  to  realize  their  mistake.

The  creation  of  a  United 
Farmers'  Party  in  the  Dominion  is  an 
upsetting  element  in  all  the  calcula^ 
tions  of  political  organisations  at  this 
time,  and  doubtless  those  most  closely 
concerned  are  awaiting  th*  results  of 
the  forthcoming  by-elections.  To 
some  extent  the  poMtlcal  situation  '.n 
In  a  turmoil,  although  the  politicians 
of  any  party  would  be  the  last  to 
acknowledge  this.  There  can  be  no 
clear  Indication  of  the  trend  of  p-ublfa 
opinion  unlll  a  general  election,  but 
the  coming  by-elections  will  afford 
an  Inkling  In  certain  conHtituencies 
of  what  is  the  estimation  of  the 
Union  Government  One  thing  <a 
cerUin.  and  that  is  that  the  repuu- 
tlen  of  Sir  Robert  Borden  has  been 
enhanced,  not  only  by  his  conduct 
throughout  the  war,  but  by  the  man- 
ner Im  wblch  he  represented  the  Do- 
minion at  the  Peace  Conference. 
Politicians  of  all  parties  are  agreed 
ipon  thla. 


more  sustained  knowledge  of  the 
SQlence  of  politics,  wbicb.  in  its  spe- 
ctflie  lntert>retatlon,  an^MM  govern- 
ment/ Is  a  crying  afed  in  Canada. 
Tboae  wb«  do  latare^  ^^emaelves 
take  ttieir  polltica  »e'-io«||ljr'.  It  Is  true, 
but  the  great  maas  of  ti^  people  are 
apathetic.  '  An  instance'  of  tbis  oc- 
curred'in  tbe  recent  ivglstration  of 
voters  la  this  constituency.  The  num- 
ber who  registered  waa  approxi- 
mately 13,26«.  wherevs  there  are  at 
least  20,000,  and  poMcibly  morei  who 
are  qualilled  to  exerc|Be  the  fran- 
chise. Thas,  somewhere  lit  the  nelgh- 
borhMd  of  7,000  people,  men  and 
women,  failed  to  regirter.  and  unless 
they  rectify  their  omission  during  the 
sittings  of  the  court  of  revision  next 
week  tbey  will  be  deprived  of  the 
franchise  at  the  coming  by-election. 
Languid  Indifference,  and  no  other 
reason,  can  be  assigned  to  the  lack 
of  Interest  to  the  task  of  government. 
The  coming  by-election  is  Important 
to  Victoria,  yet  we  And  that  over  30 
per  cent,  of  those  entitled  to  vote 
have,  so  far,  not  placed  themselves 
in  a  position  where  they  can  exer- 
cise the  franchise.  We  find  this  at  a 
time  when  women  arc  at  last  comlne 
into  their  political  rights,  and  we  are 
Inclined  to  think  that  It  is  mostly 
women  who  have  been  absentees 
from  the  registration  stations. 

The  advice  of  His  Excelency  is  ad- 
mirable.       The      voters      of      Canada 
should,      during     election     times  and 
throughout  the  yeais,  be  alive  to  the 
importance    of    interesting    themselvea 
in  the  political  destiny  of  their  coun- 
try.     There    la    a    cry    abroad    in    this 
and    other    lands    today    that    govern- 
ments  are    not    representative    of    the 
people.      If  that  is  the  case   it   Id   be- 
cause only  a  percentnge  of  the  people 
will    take    the    trouble    to    go    to    the 
poll«.      The    kind    of   government    we 
have  is  determined  by  the  ballot,  and 
if    that    government     falls    it    is    the 
people    themselves    who    are     respon- 
sible.     The    task    of    government    iv, 
and   will   always   be,   an   experimental 
science,       but       its    tendency    towards 
perfection  rests  with  the  people  them- 
selves, for  in  democratic  countries  all 
governments   spring   from    the    people 
and    reflect    the    feelings    of    the    ma- 
jorities    who      put     them      In     offlce 
through   electing  their  political  parties 
to   power.      The   way   to   help   a   gov- 
ernment  to   fulfil   the   expectationa   of 
those    who     are     responsible     for     its 
creation    Is   not    by   mud-sIlngAg   and 
attacks,  but  by  co-operation  and  mass 
assistance    In      putting      policies    into 
,  practice.      Suspicion   and   distrust  aro 
too  rampant  today,  and  they  are  car- 
ried so  far  In  some  instances  that  the 
people  revqnge  themselves  because  of 
imaginary  ills'  by   not   exercjsing   the 
franchise.  In  .ths  belief  that  by  being 
political    atheists    they    are    exercising 
sdme     unknown     prerogative.       That 
spirit  tends  to  be  destructive  of  good 
government.     The   foeling   that   is   in 
evidence    was   admirably   summed    up 
by  Jerome  K.  Jerome,  when  he  said: 
"Too  many  grurpblers,  too  many  peo- 
ple   finding   fault,    too   many   scolding 
Journalists,      too     many     critics,     toj 
many  drum-thumping     martyrs,     too 
many      Mrs.      Gummidges    'feeling    it 
too  many  people  sneering,  too 
people      shouting     abuse,    too 
people     spUttng      venom,     too 
people    seeing    evil,    too    many 
people      who      knpw      everything,    too 
much    hatp,.  too      much      scorn,      not 
enough    kindness,    not    enough    hope; 
that's     all      that's     wrong   with      the 
world."

Certain  goods  must  now  be 
carried  from  port  to  port  by  steamer,

'Ouchfiss  of  Devonshire. 


An  incident  of  very  great  Interest 
4m  the  women  of  British  Columbia 
occurred  at  Government  House  yes- 
terday afternoon,  when  Her  Excel- 
lency the  Duchess  of  Devonshire  rc- 
celi'ed  a  deputation  of  ladies  repre- 
sentinc  twenty  thousand  of  the  ^om- 
*n  of  British  Columbia,  and  accepted 
their  expressions  of   loyal   ^r^eting. 

The  proceeding*  took  place  half  an 
hour  prior  to  the  big  receptl6n  which 
was  held  during  the  latter  part  of  the 
afternoon.  Welcomed  by  I.ady  Bar- 
nurd  In  the  drawing-room,  the  ladies 
were  marshalled  as  three  "separate 
deputations,  L^dy  Barnard  hsrself,  iia 
honorary  vice-president  of  the  Na- 
tional Council  of  Women,  standing 
with  the  three  other  ladles  repre- 
senting the  Council,  viz.,  iXis,.

Community  of  Nations  Have 
Withstood  Hardest  Shocks, 
Duke  of  Devonshire  Declares 


Stronaer  than  ever  and  unahaken. 
the  Drltiah  Bmplre  haa  atood  the 
supreme  teat.  whUe  nationa  buUt  of 
weaker  atuff  have  crumbled,  and  their 
kinaa,  emperors  and  preaidenta  tot- 
tared  and  fallen  Into  obacurlty.  The 
Empire  today  la  united  In  readlneas  to 
meet  the  problems 'of  peace  with  the 
aame  apirit  that  won  the  greateat  war 
In  biatory. 

These  were  the  dominatina  thouahta 
presented  to  the  Canadian  Club  yes- 
terday by  HIa  Excellency  the  Duke  of 
Devonahlre,  aovernor-General  of  Can- 
ada. He  spoke  at  a  luncheon  in  the 
Bmpresa  Hotel,  attended  by  more  than 
300    VIctorlsns. 

HIa  Excellency  declared  that  he 
knew  of  no  country  wtlh  greater  sta- 
bilizing Influences  than  Canada,  and 
for  that  reason  he  was  optimistic  re- 
garding the  Dominion's  future.  He 
l)ointed  out  that  It  was  the  duty  of 
every  Britisher  to  accept  a  fair  share 
of  the  country's  responsibilities  dur- 
ing these  trying  times,  and  held  that 
the  only  real  remedy  for  the  present 
condition  uf  industrial  unrest  and  its 
kindred  Ills  lay  in  the  formula  of 
"work   and   save." 

President  John  Cochrane,  of,  the 
Cansdian  Club,  presided,  and  with 
him  at  the  guesl  table,  in  addition  to 
the  Oovernor-<ieneral,  were:  I^ieuten- 
ant-CJovernor  Sir  Frank  Barnard,  Col. 
the  Hon.  E.  O.  Prior,  Mayor  Porter. 
Major-Qeneral  R.  O.  K.  L.eckle,  Capt. 
Martin.  R.N..  C.M.G.,  Hon.  John  Hart. 
Mr.  J.  F.  Hcott,  president  of  the  Ro- 
tary Club;  Very  Rev.  Dean  Qualnton, 
Hev.  II.  8.  Osborne.  Capt.  the  Rev. 
Father  Anselm  Wood,  Capt.  MacMil- 
lan,  Lord  Haddington  and  Capt.  Mel- 
lln. 

Mr.  Corhranc's  Addreaa 
Introducing     His      Excellency,      Mr. 
Cochrane  said: 

"Since  wc  last  met  as  a  Canadian 
Club,  this  capital  city  of  British  Col- 
umbia has  been  honored  In  having  as 
Its  guest  the  heir-apparent  to  the 
throne  of  the  United  Kingdom  of 
Oreat  Britain  and  Ireland  and  the 
Dominions  beyond  the  seas.  His  Royal 
Highness  the  Prince  of  Wales.  To  all 
with  whom  he  came  In  contact  His 
Royal  Highness  has  endeared  himself 
by  his  cordial  personality,  his  deep  In- 
terest in  the  Canadian  people  and  his 
early  realisation  of  the  responsibilities 
which  may  some  day  Test  upon  his 
shoulders  as  Sovereign  of  the  greatest 
Empire  the  world  has  ever  seen.  As 
a  Canadian  Club  we  are  highly  hon- 
ored in  having  as  our  guest  today  the 
representative  in  this  Dominion  of  his 
most  gracious  majesty  the  King.  We 
recall  with  pleasure  the  former  visit  of 
His  Excellency  the  Governor-General 
to  this  city  nearly  two  years  ago,  on 
which  occasion  we  were  privileged 
to  have  him  address  our  club.  At  that 
time  wc  were  In  the  midst  jnf  the  great 
world  war  and  upon  the  very  day  of 
our  Canadian  Club  lunchtoon  to  His 
Excellency,  the  news  of  the  daring 
exploit  of  British  and  Canadian  troopa 
under  Sir  Julian  Byng  at  Cambral,  waa 
flaahed  around  the  world  from  the 
battle  front  In  France. 

"Subsequently  that  tempoi"ary  ad- 
vantage was  lost  and  our  Empire  was 
called  upon  to  pass  through  dark 
and  discouraging  days  when  all  the 
co-ordinated  resources  of  Germany 
were  launched  against  the  Allies  In  an 
attempt  to  secure  a  decisive  victory. 
As  v^  now  know,  that  supreme  effort 
of  Germany  was  the  last  mortal  strug- 
gle of  a  disgraced,  defeated  and  dying 
cause.  The  Allied  forces,  after  that 
final  surge  of  the  Germans, 'swept  all 
before  them,  and.  last  November,  se- 
cured a  victory  which  we  believe  will 
vindicate  democracy  for  all  time.  In 
contributing  to  this  result,  the  achieve- 
ments of  our  Empire,  both  Mother- 
land and  Overseas  Dominions,  within 
the  List  five  years,  are  unprecedented 
In   history. 

EKort  In  War 

"We  may  state  as  a  fact,  without 
boastfulness  or  exaggeration,  that  our 
V:mpire  during  the  war  has  upheld 
the  best  and  highest  traditions  of  our 
British  race,  with  fearlessness,  with 
promptitude,  with  henor  and  with  un- 
selfishness, has  assumed  the  white 
man's  burden  without  hesitation,  and, 
since  the  conclusion  of  peace,  has 
proitiptly  ratified  her  International  un- 
dertakings and  obligations  under 
special  and  general  treaties  and  ahoul- 
dercd  her  additional  responsibilities  In 
the  Interests  of  humanity,  as  becomes 
the  leading  power  and  the  greatest  and 
freest  system  of  Government  In  the 
world  today. 

"With  what  added  dignity  and  re- 
sponsibility the  events  of  the  last  five 
years  have  enhanced  the  privilege  of 
British  cltlsenshlp.  On  this  occasion 
we  would  express  our  appreciation  of 
the  deep  and  kindly  Interest  Uken  by 
our  distinguished  guest  of  today  dur- 
ing his  term  of  office,  not  only  In  the 
war  efforts  of  our  Canadian  people, 
but  In  every  public  activity  having  for 
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If  vou  Know  of  some  one  who  is 
troubled  with  Catarrhal  Deafness,  head 
noises  or  ordinary  raUrrh.  cut  out  this 
formula  and  hand  It  to  them  and  you 
may  have  been  the  mesna.  of  saving 
some  poor  .tufferer  perhaps  from  total 
deafness.

Impossible  to  accu- 
rately predict  what  lies  before  our 
Canadian  nation  In  the  future,  but  we 
believe  that,  by  adopting  the  spirit  of 
honor,  of  unselfishness,  of  responsi- 
bility and  of  sacrifice  so  clearly  exem- 
plified by  our  Empire  In  war  and 
peace,  we  may.  In  the  Providence  of 
God.  erect  In  this  Dominion  with  all 
her  vast  resources,  one  of  the  highest 
and  happiest  expressions  of  govern- 
ment which  the  pages  of  history  will 
ever  record." 

ConTklent  of  Triumph 

"The  last  lime  I  addressed  you  was 
nearly  two  years  ago.  and  the  horizon 
was  dark,"  said  Hia  Excellency.  "But 
I  left  hej-e  with  a  renewed  hope  that 
the  spirit  of  this  country  and  of  Brit- 
ish Columbia,  undefeated  and  unde- 
featable.  would  carry  us  through  to 
the  end.  I  remembered  the  sacrifices 
so  nobly  borne  and  realized  that,  even 
though  more  critical  and  arduous 
days  might  He  ahead,  the  spirit  of 
patience  and  perseverance  so  typical 
of  all  Canada  would  enable  us  to  look 
forward  confidently  to  a  crowning 
triumph   In   the   long   run. 

"Wc  meet  under  much  happier 
auspices  today,  knowing  of  the  splen- 
did part  the  Empire  played  and  of  the 
success  which  met  her  effort  In  the 
war.  Thousands  of  homes  are  In 
mourning,  but  those  people  who  have 
had  dear  ones  fall  In  the  struggle  feel 
a  pride  and  suttafactlon  In  the  know- 
ledge that  those  who  were  lost  gave 
their  lives  In  the  greatest  of  all  human 
causes. 

"Germany's  war  machine  was  the 
areatast  organization  ever  devised  by 
the  hand  of  man  for  the  deliberate 
purpose  of  destruction  and  selfish 
world  domination.  But,  in  spite  ot 
the  fact  that  the  schemes  were  care- 
fully laid  and  planned  In  their  minu- 
test detail,  the  whole  fabric  broke  and 
yielded  to  the  determined  spirit  of  the 
Empire  and  her  Allies.  The  war  was 
brought  to  a  conclusion  by  our  gallant 
armies,  backc-d  up  by  a  united  people 
at  home. 

History  Yet  To  Bo  Mode 

"What  la  the  position  that  we  face 
today?  The  story  of  our  army's 
achievement  in  the  war  will  be  hand- 
ed down  to  future  generations  as  one 
of  the  brightest  pages  In  a  history 
already  crowded  with  a  chronology  of 
great  deeds.  The  history  of  Canada 
spells  success  In  all  stages  of  develop- 
ment. But  there  Is  history  to  be  made. 
There  are  many  changes  to  be 
wrought,  many  new  opportunities  be- 
fore ua. 

"In  a  few  days."  continued  the 
Governor-General,  "I  will  receive  an 
act  of  Parliament  approving  in  for- 
mal manner  the  peace  treaty  that  was 
agreed  upon  at  the  greatest  confer- 
ence In  history.  This  treaty  and  its 
approval  by  the  Government  of  Can- 
ada represents  another  onward  step  in 
the  development  6f  our  country.  Now 
that  Canada  haa  placed  her  stamp  of 
.  endorsatlon  on  this  document,  she 
may  take  her  place  not  only  as  a 
unit  In  the  British  Empire,  but  as 
one  of  the  great  nations  of  the  world 
—  place  she  has  won  by  the  gallant 
deeds  of  her  men  across  the  seas,  by 
the  conduct  of  her  statemjen  at  the 
Peace  Conference  and  moreover  and 
above  all  by  the  character  of  her 
people.  I 

Must  .'Vcccpt  New  Duties 

"This  situation  brings  to  Canada 
fresh  liabilities  and  obligations.  But 
during  the  war  Canada  never  shrank 
from  her  duty,  and  I  do  not  believe 
that  she  will  make  fny  attempt  to 
Ignore  this  new  responsibility  —  I 
think  I  am  Justified  In  calling  It  a 
privilege — that  has  fallen  to  us.  But 
we  must  make  It  perfectly  clear  In 
accetiting  this  duty  that  In  our  Inter- 
nal business  we  arc  as  free  from  out- 
side Interference  as  ever  we  were  be- 
fore. 

"But  1  am  nni  going  to  trouble  my 
head  about  definitions  of  how  far  we 
have  committed  ourselves  and  how 
free  we  are  under  this  new  condition. 
Fifty  years  ago  the  statesmanship  of 
Canada  evolved  the  principles  of 
Confederation.  It  Is  for  otir  own 
statesmen  of  today  to  settle  the  share 
of  Canada  in  this  great  obligation  to 
the  Empire  and  to  the  world  at  large. 

"Today  the  Empire  stands  In  a 
stronger  position  than  ever  before.  It 
la  a  peace-loving,  law-abiding  and 
non-mllllary  community  of  nations.  It 
haa  been  built  up  in  all  portlona  of 
the  world  by  the  Industry,  courage 
and  self-sacrifice  of  our  ancestors. 
The  British  Empire  is  as  self-govern- 
ing and  Independent  as  over,  yet  It 
cheerfully  accepts  at  this  period  in  its 
history  these  new  obligations. 
VMon  to  Needed 

"There  were  many  differences  at 
the  time  of  Confederation,  but  there 
waa  vision  and  Imagination  In  Can- 
ada's statesmen  and  the  problems 
were  successfully  surmounted.  I  feel 
sure  that  by  bringing  the  same  prin- 
ciples to  besr  we  will  be  able  to  lay 
at  the  present  moment  an  addition  to 
the  great  Imperial  structure  that  will 
make  the  Empire  greater  than  ever 
before. 

"The  bonds  holding  together  our 
Empire  were  never  stronger.  Canada 
has  given  expression  to  Its  loyal  sen- 
timent during  the  tour  of  the  Princs 
of  Wales.  The  Prince  of  Wales  was 
entitled  to.  and  would  have  won  any- 
way, a  notable  welcome  simply  on  ac- 
count of  his  friend-making  personal- 
ity, but,  besides,  he  was  a  representa- 
tive of  the  throne  of  England.  L4ist  No- 
vember, at  ths  very  moment  when 
ancient  dynasties  of  Europe  were 
crashing  to  the  ground  and  emperors 
were  fleeing  in  all  directions,  the 
King  and  Queen  bf  Bngiaad  went 
down  to  the  very  heart  of  their  people 
and  shared  with  them  the  thankagiv- 
Ing  for  the  victory  that  had  been 
achieved.  Instinctively,  the  people  of 
l^ondon,  as  though  driven  by  a  com- 
mon impulse,  noek«d  to  Buckingham 
Pslace,  and  their  one  cry  was.  •  We 
want  King  George.'  And  when  he  ap- 
peared they  sent  up  a  cheer  that  re- 
sounded throughout  the  Empire. 
What  a  contrast  was  this  ap«^ctar|e  to 
what  was  Isking  pisre  In  other  roun- 

trits,  whara  iiatioeliooa  mrnm  IniUt  an 


dtnsrant  around^ork!  Tha  spaoUela 
waa  Illustrative  of  the  daap.  undarly- 
ina  movement  that  Is  bound  to  brlita 
tha  Domlnloaa  and  the  Motherland 
cloasr  togettier. 

Steptre'a  Gift  to  WorM 

"Our  instltuUons  strotch  far  back 
Into  the-  ages  and  from  smaU  b««ln- 
nlngs  they  grew,  tastsd  by  time  and 
moulded  by  varloua  conditions,  until 
In  peace  or  war  they  are  capable  of 
sUndlng  any  crisis  and  adapting 
themselves  without  panic  or  confu- 
sion to  the  needs  of  future  genera- 
tions. 1  have  Just  r^ad  in  a  remark- 
abl«  book,  prefaced  by  a  very  emin- 
ent American,  the  sUtement  that  a 
prlcalaas  gUt  the  Britlah  Bmplre  has 
given  to  tho  world  to  the  growth  of 
free  Institutions.  We  are  free  men. 
living  under  free  institutions.  We 
must  see,  in  our  turn,  that  this  price- 
less heritage  must  be  passed  on'  un- 
impaired, and  with  added  lustre  and 
glory  to  the  generations  that  are  to 
follow  us. 

Canadians  must  not  forget  that  the 
Act  of  Confederation,  which  made 
Canada  one  and  united,  to  the  foun- 
dation upon  which  every  self-govern- 
ing dominion  of  the  crown  has  been 
built  up.  The  laws  of  South  Africa. 
Australia  and  other^dependencles  may 
differ  in  many  detaite,  but  In  funda- 
mental principles  the  Act  of  Confed- 
eration is  the  foundation  of  the  Em- 
pire as  we   know   It   today. 

Everyone  Has  Voice 

"But  if  you  thought  that  another 
form  of  government  waa  more  useful 
to  your  purposes  and  more  suitable  to 
the  nature  of  the  country  and  its  peo- 
ple, it  haa  always  been — and  still  to — 
within  your  power  to  say  so.  I  don't 
think  you  would  be  content  to  see  any 
basic  change  made  in  the  laws  of 
Canada  or  of  the  Empire,  but  1  simply 
cite  thto  as  an  extreme  hypothetical 
case.  It  simply  points  a  inoral.  You 
must  remember  that  you  have  abso- 
lute control  of  your  own  affairs. 
Every  individual  has  a  voice  that  will 
be  heard.  And  for  that  reason  a  heavy 
responsibility  rests  on  the  shoul- 
ders of  every  one  of  us.  It  Is  thirty 
years  since  I  took  my  seat  in  the 
Brlttoh  House  of  Commons.  I  have 
become  accustomed  to  politics  and 
political  procedure.  I  know  that  there 
are  a.  good  many  people  who,  when 
they  cast  their  vote,  sit  back  and  think 
that  their  duty  ends  there  and  that 
the  only  thing  to  do  after  that  Is  to 
abuse  and  criticize  the  men  they 
elected  to  office.  But  the  people  of 
the  Empire  must  realize  now  that  the 
problems  that  confront  us  today  are 
not  such  as  can  be  delegated  to  any 
restricted  body  of  men.  Every  indi- 
vidual must  take  cognizance  of  his 
individual  responsibility;  not  only 
that — hto  privilege  of  citizenship. 
A  Convlnoeil  Optimtot 

"As  a  result  of  the  war  many 
ancient  landmarks  have  disappeared. 
Old  idols  have  fallen  and  new  ones 
have  been  set  up.  We  are  facing  new 
conditions  at  every  turn.  But  frankly 
I  must  confess  that  the  more  I  see  and 
know  of  Canada  the  more  I  become  a 
convinced  optimist.  We  have  prob- 
lems to  face,  to  be  sure,  but  wo  have 
the  spirit  of  determination  that  car- 
ried us  through  the  war  to  solve  them 
with. 

"For  five  years  the  best  brains  and^ 
the  strongest  muscles  of  the  Empire 
were  concentrated  on  means  of 
destruction.  Everything  was  subor- 
dinated to  the  one  dominating  pur- 
pose of  defeating  the  enemy.  Now  we 
have  a  new  task  for  this  energy.  I 
don't  like  that  word  '  reconstruction' 
that  has  been  used  so  much.  It  im- 
plies that  we  have  something  to  be 
built  anew  and  made  over.  That  Is 
not  the  case.  The  foundations  need 
not  be  re-laid.  They  have  been  stand- 
ing there  through  the  centuries  and 
they  are   secure. 

IVork  and  EcononUze 

"We  hear  much  about  the  social  un- 
rest, about  the  high  cost  of  living  and 
troubles  between  labor  and  capital. 
These  problema  are  not  confined  to 
our  own  country.  They  are  'world- 
wide, and  they  are,  in  my  opinion, 
simply  the  natural  conaequence  of  the 
destruction  that  has  taken  place  on 
such  an  enormous  scale.  Various  ex- 
pedients will  be  adopted  and  they  may 
help,  but,  after  all,  there  Is  only  one 
geulne  remedy  and  that  lies  in  the 
adoption  of  the  two  principles — econ- 
omy and   work. 

"Canada  should  be  hopeful  and  con- 
fident. Nowhere  can  be  found  such 
stabilizing  Influences  as  In  this  Do- 
minion. I  have  been  traveling  through 
British  Columbia  and  I  have  learned 
many  things  I  did  not  know  before 
concerning  the  vast  opportunities  that 
the  country  offers.  Your  forests  and 
mines  and  agricultural  lands — they 
offer  a  wonderful  reward.  But  Brit- 
ish Columbia's  potential  strength  Is 
not  based  alone  on  those  material  con- 
siderations, but  on  the  character  of 
the  people  who  are  working  the  In- 
dustries. You  have  in  this  province  In 
great  abundance  all  those  assets  that 
are  essential  to  life  and  happiness.  We 
should  lead  the  way  In  peace  Just  as 
we  led  In  the  war  and  make  the  most 
of  these  assnta.  Not  only  should  those 
Industries  of  ours  yield  the  utmost, 
but  it  does  not  require  much  Imagin- 
ation to  behold  Canada  a  few  years 
from  todAy  the  home  of  a  great  host 
of  self-reliant,  confident  and  hard- 
working people.  It  only  rests  with 
the  individual  to  see  his  duty  and  his 
opportunlt.v."

Tlye  Grand  Jury  returned  a  true 
bill  yesterday  afternoon  In  the  case 
against  the  City  Council  for  "having 
a  nulaance"  in  the  focni  of  the  Rock 
Bay  brl<tge.  closed  to  traffic  In  1914 
and  never  aince  repaired,  although 
thcT  Council  resolved  to  restore  it  at 
the   time   it   was   closed. 

Mr.  Justice  Macdonald  allowed  ,thc 
Indictment  to  go  before  the  Grand 
Jury  in  the  morning,  after  City 
Holldtor  H.  ».  Prlngle  had  argued 
that  the  Municipal  Act  did  not  oblige 
the  city  to  maintain  a  highway  or  to 
repair  it. 

The  court  ciuestioned  this  conten- 
tion and  said  that  while  it  wan  cue- 
tomarily  the  business  of  the  Attorney- 
General  to  deal  with  such  matters, 
the  absence  of  Mr.  Karris  from  the 
city  gave  him  the  responsibility  of 
dccldinR  whether  a  prima  fade  case 
had  been  made  out  by  Mr.  V.  A.  Mc- 
Dlurmid  and  Mr.  Alexi«  Martin,  act- 
ing for  the  plalnlirt  owners  of  Ktore 
Btrcet    property. 

Mr.  .lUHtirr  Macdonald  said  he  was 
satlsned  that  placlne  the  Indictment 
j  before  the  Orand  .lury  was  tho  proper 
course  to  follow,  although  he  did  not 
commit  himself  as  paylnc  that  the 
caae  was  one  of  nilsfeaaaiice  or  non- 
feanunce. 

The  Grand  .lury  went  otit  at  2:35 
p.  ni.  and  returned  shortly  after  3 
o'clock.  , 

Mr.  Prlngle  held  that  the  city  did 
not  have  time  to  prepare  a  case  at 
such  short  notice,  and  hp  asked  that 
th«»  matter  be  held  wver  until  Iho  nojrt 
Assize. 

"The  plea'  must  be  In  flrs>t,"  con- 
tended Mr.  McDlarmld.  "My  friend 
would  not  be  aware  without  your 
courtesy  that  the  Indictment  was.  In. 
There  Is  no  dispute  on  the  facts  of 
the  case.  It  Is  merely  a  matter  of 
law." 

As  the  court  will  be  unable  to  take 
up  the  case  until  Monday  Mr.  Justice 
Macdonald  ruled  that  no  postpone- 
ment be  granted.  The  proceedings 
will  be  resumed  Monday  morning  at 
10:30.

An  audience  of  twelve  hundred 
people  listened  enraptured  last  night 
to  the  programme  offered,  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Ladies'  Musk«l  Club.

pianist  endowed  with  all  the  gifts  re- 
quisite for  world-wide  fame,  and  Miss 
Mary  Izard,  a  ver>-  accomplished 
violinist,  who  played  her  way  last 
night  into  the  affections  of  all. 

.The  recital,  so  much  looked-for- 
ward  to  by  those  who  have  long  rec- 
ognised the  former  artist's  uiUque  gen- 
ius, mor^  than  surpassed  expectations 
in  the  measure  of  pleasure  which  It 
afforded,  and  although  it  was  almost 
inconceivable  that  the  pianist's  tech- 
nical equipment  or  diatinctive  per- 
sonal charm  could  have  been  added  to 
by  a  mere  month's  study  even  under 
HO  grout  a  master  as  Leopold  Uod- 
owsky  It  must  be  conceded  that  a  cer- 
tain maturing  uf  those  dualities  which 
have  won  for  her  such  genuine  admir- 
ation in  the  past  has  enhanced  rather 
than  detracted  from  the  singular  ap- 
peal of  her  work. 

flaying  to  an  audience  which 
packed  the  Koyal  \  ictoria  from  or- 
chestra to  dome  the  two  artists  pro- 
Kressed  from  number  to  number 
through  ii  programme  of  twenty-«lx 
•numbers,  each  one  of  which  was  a 
fresh  delight  to  the  listener.  Although 
they  plaj'ed  very  little  together  during 
the  evening  their  opening  number,  the 
allegro  niolto  ed  appassl<|nato  move- 
ment from  Urieg'n  Bonuta  in  C  minor 
found  the  pianist  and  violinist  very 
sympathetic,  the  characteristically 
■CJrleg"  music  being  Interpreted  in  the 
same  spirit  by  both  artists,  and 
throughout  very  tine  ensemble  work 
being  displayed.  The  two  musicians 
came  together  again  only  at  the  very 
last  of  the  programme,  when  Mrs. 
tJreen  accompanied  for  the  violinist 
In  the  Brahms'  Hungarian  Dance  No. 
-,  and  the  strange  llubay  composi- 
tion, 'Hejrc  Katl."  Here  again  they 
were  absolutely  'en  rapport,"  the 
firm  tone  and  tine  execution  of  the 
violinist  in  the  two  numbers  winning 
her  a  great  ovation.

Mrs.  (ireen  was  singularly  happy  in 
the  compositions  selected  for  her  first 
group  of  "moderns."  Borodlne's  "At  | 
the  Convent,"  developed  in  thought-  I 
ful  measures,  sometimes  sombre  and 
foreboding,  sometimes  merely  grave 
and  meditative,  afforded  an  excellent 
contrast  for  the  Immediately  sucoeed- 
ln«r  number,  Ravel's  "Jeu  d'Bau,"  the 
fovely  melting  tone  employed  In  this 
being  a  demonstration  of  one  of  the 
peculiar  charms  of  the  pianist's  skill. 
A  delicate  wraith  of  poetic  melody,  In 
which  the  pianist  discovered  for  her 
listener  the  value  of  rhythm,  was  the 
Oodowsky  Walts  In  G  Flat,  a  little 
thing  written  by  the  composer  only 
last  Bummer  and  heard  here  for  the 
firs;  time  last  night.  Then  last  of  all 
In  this  group  was  the  Concert  Btudy 
by  Sternberg,  in  which  the  more  ro- 
bust and  brilliant  style  of  playing  was 
apparent.  These  elements  were  de- 
veloped on  a  much  vaster  scale  In  the 
Bach-Tauslg  Toccata  and  Fugue  in  D 
Minor,  the- complicated  contrapuntal 
manner  of  which  made  great  demands 
on  the  technical  equipment  of  the?  ar- 
tist, who  revealed  an  almost  mascu- 
line masslvity  of  style,  and  developed 
wonderfully  big  eTfects  as  a  conse- 
quence. The  Leschetlzsky  Ai>dantln<> 
Finale  from  Lucia  de  Lemmermoor  is 
more  than  a  piece  of  showy  left-hand 
dexterity  as  Mrs." Green  played  it  last 
night.  Tfte  emphasis  of  the  melody 
and  the  expression  were  brought  out 
In  masterly  fashlorf. 

The  OhopiB  arsaiibera 
Passing  over  the  several  subsequent 
delights  of  her  playtftg  it  Is  neeesxary, 
however,  to  revert  to  her  group  or 
Chopin  numbers.  Here  the  chlS<elle>l 
perfection  of  her  art  was  seen  at  Um 
familiar  best,  the  exqiilslt.?  tonal  valuer, 
pure  clarity  of  notation,  rich  velvety 
tone  even  where  the  softest  planHsimo 
Mas  employed — these  wtrc  the  fresh 
proof  of  the  ttreat  artist.  The  .Vo..-- 
fitrne  In  G  Major  revealed  axaln  the 
poetic  temperament  of  the  lnierr»ret»T 
fn  well  as  the  composer;  the  Polunaise 
In  A  Flat,  with  Its  characteristic 
rhythm  so  besutlfully  and  trracefully 
marked,  was  an  exhibition  of  the  play- 
er's ability  in  still  another  field  of  ex- 
pression. 

Miss  Isard  well  deserved  the  wel- 
come  which  she  received.  Hhe.  too,  hn.- 
the  equipment  of  an  artist,  fine  broad 
tone,  quick  interpretiVe  Mense,  nn<l 
musical  understanding.  The  Krelsl-r 
"Hosmarin"  was  an  undoubted  fiivor- 
lle  as  she  played  it,  although  iha  C'ot- 
tonet  "Chanson  Meditation,"  a  compo- 
sition almost  unheard  here  hitherto, 
was  played  with  'great  eloquence  and 
soulfulnesH. 

CeatrMt  la  Bt/le 
F'or  contrast  in  style  the  Frank  Bridges 
ntimber  could  not  have  been  Improved 
upon,  this  being  an  animated  composi- 
tion played  in  brisk  manner,  the  In- 
fectlousni IS  of  which  culii'd  for  an  en- 
core. Another  parC^cularlr  beautiful 
thing  which  tht  vu>llnlst  contributed  to 
the  programme  whs  the  Bach  Air  on  the 
G  atrlng,  which  was  given  with  great 
dignity  .it  expression  and  richness  of 
tone.  rh«  sprightly  little  allesro  t.y 
Flocco,  with  the  mute,  was  a  pretty  ex- 
ample of  another  type  of  composition 
altogether. 

Miss  Una  Calvert  as  accompanist  for 
the  violin  ninnbers  proved  a  very  sym- 
T)athetlc  player,  who  entirely  subor- 
dinated her  part  without  making  It 
negligible  or  Inalgnlflcant. 

The  artists  were  given  a  very  en- 
thusiastic demonstration,  and  many  en- 
cores were  demanded.  The  party  from 
Government  House,  which  included  Her 
Excellency  the  Duchess- of  Devonshiro 
and  Lady  Barnard,  occupied  the  b«XM 
on  the  lower  right  hand  side  of  the 
theatre,  and  to  them  the  artlsta  were 
summoned  after  the  performance  to 
receive  th«  congratulations  of  the  dla- 
ttnguished  patrons.

CINCINNATI,  Oct.  2.— The  Cincln. 
natl  Reds  tlglitaned  their  grasp  pa 
the  aerlea  fla«  today  by  defeating  the 
Chleaco  White  Ooac  four  to  two.  A« 
they  won  the  opener  yesterday  they 
.need  but  three  more  games  to  land 
the  serleaL 

CtBdnnatl  baa  developed  in  the  brleC 
period  of  the  series  so  far  a  habit  of 
eelebraUng  the  fourth.  There  la 
nothing  patriotic  about  it,  for  In  this 
victory-mad  town  the  "Fourth"  means 
»n  Inning,  not  a  holiday. 

The  g^me  yesterday  was  safely 
stowed  away  in  the  fourth,  and,  when 
that  inning  arrived  tpday,  the  fans 
emitted  a  roar  in  demand  of  an  en- 
core. In  a  measure  the  Cincinnati 
batsmen  responded,  but  the  person 
who  really  took  the  demand  to  him- 
self apparently  was  Claude  Williams, 
the  Sox  left-hander,  who  was  on  the 
mound.  He  passed  three  batsmen  and 
three  scored,  an  aviator  flew  close  to 
the  grandstand  roof,  but  if  he  was 
looking  for  Williams,  a  wit  in  the , 
press  stand  remarked,  he  flew  alto- 
gether too  low.  F^rom  where  Williams 
floated,  the  thirty-four  story  Insur- 
ance building  looked  like  a  speck  oa 
the  UtndsAipe.    .  • 

In  the  sixth  he  passed  another  run- 
ner, and  the  latter  scored,  but  the 
tally  was  not  needed.  The  first  three 
were  enough.  It  was  noted  that  all 
four  of  the  Red  runs  were  counted  by 
players  who  had  been  passed  to  first 
Hits  Were  Scattered 

Chicago's  two  runs  came  in  the 
seventh,  the  result  of  two  hits  and  an 
error  by  Cincinnati.  The  visitors  gar- 
nered ten  hits,  but  they  were  scattered 
throughout  the  game.  They  hit  the 
ball  viciously  at  other  times,  but  the 
red  fielders  were  there  to  receive 
them.  Weaver.  Sox  third  batman, 
played  In  hard  luck^  He  slammed  the 
ball  against  the  left  field  barrier  so 
hard  that  It  bounded  back  twenty-flve 
yards  and  what  ordinarily  would  have 
been  a  triple  shrunk  to  a  double.  Nor 
was  this  all  that  caused  the  Sox  to 
regard  the  sixth  as  unlucky,  for 
"Happy"  Felsch,  after  Jackson  had 
fanned,  gave  the  ball  the  most  power- 
ful wallop  yet  delivered  in  the  series. 
It  had  "home  run"  written  all  over  It, 
but  Roush.  by  a  magnificent  sprint, 
captured  It  while  runrflng  at  top  speed 
toward  the  centre  field  fence.  The 
cheers  which  were  set  up  by  the 
Woodlands  bards  who  conHtitute  the 
Chicago  rooting,  died  abruptly.  That 
catch  sceniAd  fateful  to  them,  coming 
as  it  did  right  after  interposition  of 
the  fence  in  the  case  of  Weaver.

Pplrce.  whose  name  went  up  for 
nomination  at  the  meeting  at  which 
Mr.  Barnard  was  selected  candlduto; 
and  Mr.  R.  P.  McLernan,  n  returned 
soldier,  organization  was  proceeded 
with  by  the  appointment  of  ward 
chairmen  and  sub-chairmen  for  the 
various  polling  districts  Into  which 
the  wards  have  been  sub-divided. 
There  were  about  100  persons  pres- 
ent at  the  meeting,  and  the  speakers 
were  given  a  fairly  hearty  hearing. 
It  wan  explained  that  Mr.  Barnard, 
candidate,  would  be  here  for  a  meet- 
ing to  be  held  at  the  same  place  to- 
morrow evening,  and  the  chairman 
of  the  meeting,  Mr.  Ellis,  promised 
those  who  attended  "some  hot  stuff."

Mr.  Pelrce  prefaced  hla  remarks  by 
saying  he  had  intended  to  deal  In  his 
speech  with  soma  economic  problems, 
and  the  best  way  to  soiye  them,  but 
a  hard-hearted  campaign  manager 
had  cut  the  speeches  short  to  permit 
of  organixatlon  work.

•  dealing  with  the  Old  Country  strikes, 
decfiring  they  were  attempting  to 
discredit  the  working  class  by  incul- 
cating the  idea  in  this  country  that 
the  workers  there  are  demanding  un- 
reasonably high  wages  when,  ae  a 
matter  of  fact,  the  increased  wages 
already  granted  were  actually  less 
than  those  before  the  war  when  the 
Increased  cost  of  living  was  oon* 
sidered. 

"Bom*  ask  us  If  a  labor  represen- 
tative will  represent  Victoria  with 
dignity.  I  don't  care  a  whoop  whe- 
ther he  will  or  will  not;  what  we 
workers  want  Is  a  man  who  will  rep- 
resent the  working  classes."  declared 
Mr.  Pelrce,  aml«  applause.  "Barnard 
will  MO  to  Ottawa  to  deliver  the 
goods  for  the  workers.  His  sympa- 
thies will  be  not  alone  for  Victoria, 
but  for  the  workers  here,  on  the 
Mainland  and  elsewhere.  He  will 
represent  those  who  proddtee,"  con- 
tinued the  speaker,  who  asked  who 
among  the  Tolmie  committee  could 
be  classed  »m  producers. 

X'romisee  to  I'ofauiteers 
SUtlng  that  he  spoke  wholly  from 
the  standpoint   of  the   returned   men 
and  to  returned  men.  Mr.  McLernan. 
In    a    moderate    but    forceful    speech^ 
outlined  some  of  the  grievances  which, 
he  thought,  the  returned  men  possess 
against  the  Borden  Government.     He 
referred  to  4^e  promises  made  by  the 
Government   when    the    call    to  «rma 
was  issued  In  Canada,  that  the  Oov- 
ernment would  look  affer  the  depend- 
ents of  those  who  went  overseas     in 
proper  fashion,  would  hold  as  a  aecred 
trust  the  care  of     thooe     dependents 
whose  bread-winner  might  fall  In  bat- 
tle, would  see  to  it  that  nothing  was 
left  undone  to  provide  for  the  maimed 
and    would    take   every  etep    to   ade- 
quately re-establish  the  returned  nol- 
dier  into  civil  life.

witty  responses.  They  have  got  aa 
far  as  sweetheart  number  three,  and 
Landru's  flippant  replies  have  nearly 
driven  the  judge  to  nervous  prostra- 
tion.

JFMscher,  ot  Vienna,  declares 
that  h*  is  able  to  revive  human  life 
4ft*i*  It  has  been  submerged  in  water 
np'to  six  hours;  and  that  hundreds  of 
l)v^'«i«  ^Sacrificed  '#k^fery  year  by 
clinging  to   the    old    meihisaB. 

Dr.  f^acher  saya  that  it  is  impos* 
slble  for  a  drop  of  water  to  enter  the 
lunpTs  of  a  person  who  enters  the 
water  alive.  This  is  contradictory 
to  the  time-honored  belief  that  the 
lungs  of  a  drowned  person  are  filled 
with  water.  Dr.  J-ischer  says  "The 
water  strikes  the  larynx  and  causes 
a  spasm  which  closes  the  lungs  and 
prevents  the  entrance  of  water  fora 
period  of  nine  days^  until  relaxatl^ 
commences.  Drowning,  so  called,  Is 
merely  suspended  animation,  and  not 
death," 

"To  restore  animation,"  he  says. 
"I  proceed  rtrst  to  thoroughly  warm 
the  body,  which  has  been  thoroughly 
chilled  by  submersion.  This  is  accom- 
plished with  hot  water  in  which  the 
apparently  drowned  person  Is  Im- 
mersed, for  from  20  to  30  minutes. 
FollowinK  this  immersion  in  the  hot 
water,  which  must  be  as  hot  as  can 
be  borne  by  the  hsnd,  the  old  and 
ordinary  methods  of  resuscitation  are 
resorted  to,  viz..  artificial  respisa* 
tion,  or  the  use  of  the  pulmotor." 

Dr.  Fischer  claims  that  he  Aas 
never  failed  in  this  method  of  re- 
suscitation, which  has  been  applied 
in  doxens  of  cases.  By  this  process 
it  is  possible  to  save  the  lives  of 
persons  apparently  drowned  after  at- 
tempts havs  been  made  to  reatore 
them  by  the  use  of  artificial  respira- 
tion, so  that,  if  necessary,  the  old 
method  of  resuscitation  may  first  be 
adopted,  followed  by  immersion  in 
hot  water  and  artificial  respiration,  or 
the  use  of  the  pulmotor.

EMERY  FOUN)  NOT 
GITY  OF  CHURGE 


Jury  Announces  Verdict  After 
Hour's  Dellberatfon — Man- 
slaughter Trial  Lasted  Prac- 
tically All  Day. 


A  verdict  of  "not  guilty"  was  de- 
livered yesterday  In  the  case  of  Wil- 
liam Emery,  charged  with  man- 
slaughter. The  jury  was  out  one 
hour.  The  trial  Utsted  praetloally  the 
whole  of  the  day. 

Emery  was  charged  with  having 
exercised  lack  of  caution  when  his 
motor  car.  driven  by  himself,  was 
smashed  between  two  Willows  street 
cars  in  front  of  the  J\ibllee  Hospital 
on  Peace  Day,  July  It.  The. accident 
resulted  in  the  ^eath  of  his  niece, 
Gladys  Coulter,  and  the  Injury  of 
several   others. 

Emery  gave  little  outward  sign  of 
emotion  during  the  proceedings,  but 
when  the  verdict  was  announced  he 
was  almost  overcome.  He  was  de- 
fended by  Mr.  Frank  HIggins,  K.C.. 
who  called  only  two  witnesses — 
Edwin  Wang,  the  young  man  who 
rode  with  Emery  In  the  front  seat 
of  the  car.  and   Emery  himself. 

Mr.  J.  S.  Brandon  prosecuted  for  the 
Crown.  Mr.  Justice  Macdonald  pre- 
sided. 

RegnlatloiM   Not   Clear 

That  there  was  no  direct  prohibi- 
tion In  statute  or  bylaw  to  prevent 
a  motor  car  passing  an  open  vehicle 
on  the  right,  as  had  been  done  in 
the  oaae  of  the  accident,  and  that 
It  would  take  a  lawyer  to  find  out 
that  street  cars  were  considered  dif- 
ferently, was  the  contention  of  Mr. 
Higglns  in  his  closing  plea  to  the 
jury,  .^e  said  that  Emery  did  the 
only  logical  thing  that  there  was  to 
do  when  be  drove  hi*  mowMr  ]>aat  the 
City-bound  street  car  and  attempted 
to  pass  into  the  open  'road  ahead 
between  the  approaching  cars.  He 
said  that  Emery  had  a  right  to  as- 
sume that  the  motorman  on  the  out- 
bound car  would  slow  down. 

Mr.  Higglns  held  that,  at  most. 
Emery  was  only  guilty  of  an  error 
of  Judgment  or  an  Innocent  mistake. 
He  had  broken  a  traffic  regulation 
unwittingly;  that  was  all.  "He  wasn't 
drunk.  He  wasn't  driving  furiously," 
Mr.  Higglns  declared.  "He  wasn't 
evfn  taking  chances  out  of  the  ordi- 
nary. He  simply  made  a  mistake  that 
everyone  Is  liable  to  mak«  at  one 
time  or  another.  The  motorman  of 
the  street  car  didn't  give  him  a  nop- 
portunity  to  keep  within  the  law. 
Why  isn't  the  tramway  company 
prosecuted  ?" 

Mr.  Brandon  maintained  that  the 
B.  C.  Electric  Railway  had 
nothing  to  do  with  the  case. 
Emery  had  passed  '  a  «treet 
car  on  the  right,  and  on  that  ac- 
count was  guilty  of  negligence,  a 
breach  of  the  statute,  and  "the  rank- 
est kind  of  carelessness."  He  bad 
taken  no  precaution  whatsoever,  and 
there  were  some  blunders.  Mr.  Bran- 
don held,  that  were  worse  than 
crimes.  "No  matter  what  other  con- 
siderations there  are,  this  man  was 
primarily  wrong,"  he  declared.  "He 
did  something  that  he  should  not 
have  done  without  lawful  excuse,  and 
killed  someone.  When  a  tnan  In  so 
grossly  negligent.  he  commits  a 
crime." 

Motorman  Not  Conoemcd 

Mr.  Justice  Macdonald,  in  his 
cjtarge  to  the  Jury,  made  It  clear  that, 
so  far  as  the  case  against  the  ac- 
cused was  concerned.  It  made  no  dif- 
ference whether  the  motorman  was 
to  blame  or  not.  A  man  driving  a 
motor  car  was  required  by  law  to 
drive  on  the  left,  yet  Emery  had 
Ignored  that  regulation,  and  It  would 
be  deplorable  If  a  law-breaker  were 
exempted  from  punishment  because 
he  pleaded  that  he  did  not  know  ho 
law.  It  would  also  be  deplorable, 
he  said.  If  an  attentpt  were  made  to 
shift  the  responsibility  on  another  in- 
dividual absent  from  the  court  and 
unavailable.  He  said  he  did  not 
qwlte  appreciate  where  the  error  of 
ludlrment   suggestion   came   in. 

The   Jury   retired   at    S   o'clock. 

In  the  morning  considerable  evi- 
dence was  heard  respecting  the  speed 
at  which  the  out-bound  Willows  car 
was  traveling  Immediately  before  the 
accident.  B.  Soper.  the  motorman. 
testified  that  the  speed  was  between 
ten  and  fifteen  miles  an  hour,  and 
'  that  he  tried  to  slow  down  by  re- 
versing. After  some  discussion,  he 
admitted  that  if  his  car  had  been 
traveling  the  regulation  speed  the 
cnlllslon  would  have  been  avoided. 

The  estimate  of  the  conductor  of 
(he  car  was  between  fifteen  and 
twenty   miles  an   hour. 

Dr.  WasM>n  testified  that  Miss 
Coulter's  death  had  been  caused  by 
concussion  of  the  brain  as  a  result 
of  a  fracture,  at  the  banc  of  the 
skull. 

Blatter  of  Seconds 

William  C.  Ollllng,  who  was  driv- 
ing a  car  similar  to  Emery's  a  short 
distance  behind  ■  when  the  accident 
occurred,  said  Emery's  car  was  tra- 
veling about  36  miles  an  hour  when 
he  was  trying  to  pass  the  Willows 
car.  It  was  all  a  matter  of  sec- 
onds, he  said.  Had  the  out-bound 
car  not  ripped  the  rim  off  one  of 
the  rear  tires  of  Emery's  car.  the 
latter  would  probably  have  escaped. 
Ollllng  believed  that  the  out-bound 
street  car  was  making  twenty-five 
miles  an  hour,  and  that  the  motor- 
man  seemed  to  ignore  Emery's  pres- 
ence altogether. 

Brnast  Emery,  son  of  the  accused, 
and  K.  W.  Harrington,  another  wit- 
ness of  the  accident,  also  testified. 
Edwin  Wang,  who  was  In  the  front 
t  with  Emery  at  the  time  of  the 
accident,  said  he  saw  a  motor  car 
traveling  neck  and  neck  with  tha 
out'koand  atraat  ismr.  and  for  that 
rMwen  Bmary  could  not  have  done 
•tKorwiM  than  try  to  mah  betwoon 
the  stroat  cars  as  ha  had.  He  Md 
not  knew  whother  Bmary  had  sean 
this  motor. 

Wliltom  Emery  said  h«  eame  hore 
In  lltS.  and  that  ha  had  hotwht 
his  oar  ftflean  months  ago  for  his 
wife  and  Invalid  sen.  who  was 
ptflketleaUy  Inenrabla.

WASHINGTON,  Oct.  2.— Shipping 
Ip  American  porta,  ao  far  aa  It  con- 
cerna  shipping  board  veasels  with  car- 
goes consigned  to  ports  of  the  United 
Kingdom,  was  at  a  standstill  last 
night  because  of  the  strike  of  British 
railway  workers. 

Suspension  of  the  sailings  of  all 
(.vessels  under  Its  control  to  ports  of 
England,  Scotland,  Ireland  and  Wales 
was  announced  by  the  shipping  board 
through  the  making  public  of  an  or- 
der issued  late  Saturday  night  when 
the  railroad  strike  became  a  :  cer- 
tainty. 

Tha  ahipplng  board,  it  was  ex- 
platnad;  ordered  aallinga  suspended 
following  receipt  of  information 
from  Ka  .repraaantativea  in  .  England 
aa  to  eondltlona  in  the  ports  there 
and  after  the  iaauance- of  the  British 
order  pcohibiting  the  furnishing  of 
bunker  .coal  to  any  ships  other  tl^an 
outbound  British  vessels* 

While  shipping ,  board  vessels  allo- 
cated to  the  United  Kingdom  trade 
constitute  only  about  one- half  of  the 
American  tonnage  engaged  in  that 
trade,  the  congestion  of  ports  result- 
ing from  the  strike  and  the  British 
bunker  coal  ord<«r  are  expected  to 
stop  eventually,  should  the  strike 
continue,  the  sailings  of  all  American 
craft  to  the  British  isles. 

HalWngs  of  Britlab  Ship* 

Sailings  of  Britlah  ships  from 
American  ports  to  ports  of  the  United 
Kingdom  have  not  been  suspended, 
but  the  shipping  board's  order  would 
indicate  that  such  a  step  was  being 
contemplated,  even  on  the  eve  of  the 
strike. 

Aststant  Director  of  Operationa 
Taylor,  of  the  shipping  board.  In  an- 
nouncing the  suspension  order,  said 
that  the  ships  beinK  held  in  port  wUl 
be  allocated  to  oth«r  trade  as  rapidly 
as  possible.  Those  now  loaded  or 
nearly  loaded  will  be  distributed  as 
soon  as  they  are  ready  to  countrfes 
other  than  the  United  Kingdom. 

The  shipping  board,  on  the  basis  of 
Saturday's  rfport,  has  56  of  its  ves- 
sels angaged  in  the  United  Kingdom 
trade  in  United  States  ports,  with  a 
total  tonnage  of  3&<,004  deadweight 
tons.  At  that  time  there  were  84  ves- 
sels, with  a  total  of  429,000  dead- 
weight tons  on  the  high  seas,  bound 
for  such  ports,  and  87  ships  with 
66*,000  deadweight  tuns  in  British 
harbors. 

Many  of  the  shipping  board  vessels 
now  en  route  and  in  British  harbors 
are  oil  burners,  and  are,  therefore,  In- 
dependent of  British  bunkers,  but  the 
othera  may  be  forced  to  lie  in  the 
harbors  unlcaa  fuel  can  be  obtalQo4l 
far  tha  return  trip.

Need  pf  New  School  at  bil- 
lows Endorsed  at  Ratepay- 
ers' Meeting  Held  in  Oak 
Bay 'high  School. 


In  takiiiS  the  ohalr  at  last  KlSbt's 
mass  meeting  in  the  Oak  Bay  Hish 
9ehool.  «alla4  to  dkwuaa  the  raaaona 
underiyInK  the  School  Trustees  re- 
gueat  for  a  new  acbool  at  the  VVil- 
lowa.  44idse  Lampman  struck  a  pop- 
ular chord  when  he  said  "Bvei^one 
hep-e  Jweou  to  favor  the  by-law  which 
will  b«  put  to  the  vote  on  Saturday, 
and  all  that  in  required  to  assure  the 
paesinff  of  it  will  be  the  turninc  out 
of  a  strong  vote." 

There  being  ho  opponents  of  the 
by-law  present  to  address  the  meet- 
ing. Secretary  Hewctt  presented  a 
Trustee's  letter  to  the  ratepayers, 
which  was  unanimouHly  endorsed  be- 
fore the  meeting  turned  to  the  busi- 
ness of  arranginK  the  detuila  fur  get- 
ting out  the  vote. 

The  School  Trustees'  letter  Is  aa  fol- 
lows: 

"The  Board  of  School  Trustees  of 
Oak  Bay  have,  requested  the  Munici- 
pal Council  to  place  before  the  rate- 
payers a  by-law  to  raise  the  sum  of 
$65,000  for  the  purpose  of  erectinK  a 
modern  school  building  in  the  Wil- 
lows District.  The  cost  of  HoatinK  this 
loan,  with  the  discount  upon  the  de- 
benluiea.  will  bring  the  amount  re- 
quired to   ItiH.OOO. 

"The  total  contract  price,  at  the 
loweHt  figures  submitted,  will  be, 
roundly.  |»4,000.  but  the  Provincial 
Government  will  contribute,  aa  a  grant 
towards  the  project,  the  sum  of 
$30,000. 

"Parente  wh4>ae  -ehUdreiv  have  been 
attending  the  Willows  school  are  well 
aware  of  the  disadvantages,  not  to  say 
unhealthy  condition,  under  which  they 
have  been  pursuing  their  atudiea,  but 
conditions  have  now  gone  beyond 
even  this  stage  and  there  is  no  longer 
room  to  adequately  care  for  those  en- 
rolled, to  say  nothing  of  new  pupils 
who  will  present  themselves  for  ad- 
mittance at  Christmas  and  Kaster. 
There  are  now  fifteen  pupils  ready  for 
promotion  to  a  room  where  there  are 
only  three  vacant  seats,  and  no  pos- 
sible readjustment  of  the  claasea  can 
obviate  this  condition. 

"We  now  appeal  to  the  ratepayers 
to  generously  support  this  by-law, 
which  will  be  \oted  on  at  the  High 
School  Building,  Oak  Bay  Avenue,  on 
Saturday,    October   the    4th.  * 

"Those  parents  whose  children  are 
attending  Monterey  School  are  very 
much  concerned  in  the  paspage  of  this 
by-law.  If  it  is  not  passed,  there  can 
be  no  rearrangement  of  the  school 
boundaries  and  the  congestion,  which 
Is  already  being  experienced  in  some 
of  the  roms  in  the  Monterey  School, 
will  become  more  prpnounced. 

"It  may  also  be  said  that  the  resi- 
dents of  the  southern  portion  of  the 
Municipality  have  an  obllgaion  to  pro- 
vide as  good  a  school  for  the  children 
in  the  north  as  they  themselves  enjoy 
in  the  Monterey  Avenue  School:  and 
those  residents  living  to  the  north  of 
Oak  Bay  Avenue  are  interested,  as 
their  children  wlIT,  when  the  new 
school  boundaries  are  made,  have  to 
attend  at  the  Willows  School. 

"The  life  of  the  by-law  is  twenty 
years,  and  the  interest  and  sinking 
fund  will  increase  the  taxes  to  the 
extent  of  1  l-.*)  mills  per  year,  or  $1.20 
for  every  $1,000  of  investment.  On 
the  grounds  of  health,  the  progress 
of  the  children  of  the  district  and 
the  reputation  of  Oak  Bay  as  posses- 
sing some  of  the  best  schools  in  the 
Provificp,  the  passage  of  the  by-law 
should  be  the  concern  of  everyone  In- 
terested  in  the  district."

Tba  followfng  foraeaat  of  the  Baet 
Sugar  output  tn  the  Untted  State*  ap- 
p«arad  In  •  Ncent  (ggiia  of  The  Dally 
Commircial  Newa,  publlahed  In  San 
Franclacto.  and  is  of  conaiderable  in- 
terest during  the  present  general 
shortage  of  Um  product: 

"On  tba  basia  of  crop  conditions  ra- 
ported  aa  of  the  end  of  Auguat,  the 
Buraau  of  Beet  Sugar  Publicity  aatl- 
roates  the  beet  gugar  production  ot  the 
United  SUtoa  for  the  gaaaon  <iC  1811- 
20  at  17,004,000  bags,  or  850,100  or- 
dinary tona.  ThU  U  the  firsi  fore- 
cast of  the  sugar  outturn  of  the  com- 
ing crop  to  be  made  s^ce  those  baaed 
on  acreage  planted  aa  reported  at  the 
end  of  June. 

"The  present  forecast  assumes  a 
production  larger  than  that  of  1118-19 
by  approximately  87.600  tbns,  or  about 
11.6  per  cent  on  an  acreage,  as  re- 
ported on  September  1  by  the  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture,  of 
792,000  acres,  or  16  per  cent  larger 
than  on  the  corresponding  date  in 
1818.  This  indicates  a  yield  per  acre 
averaging  below  that  of  last  seaaon's 
crop. 

"Should  the  1919  crop  (wme  up  to 
this  estimate,  however,  the  actual 
sugar  outturn  will  be  the  largest  ever 
reached  In  the  United  States,  with  the 
exception  of  that  of  the  1916-16  sea- 
son, when  production  totalled  874,- 
220  tons  from  a  harvested  area  of 
666. .108  acres."

WAWI  fiOyERHieT  TO 
.LEAVE  SHIPS  ALONE 


British  Shipowners  Object  to 
Authorities  Keeping  Rates 
Lower  Than  Vessels  of 
Otfier  Countries  Are  Getting. 

British  shipownera  bellava  that  Am" 
erica,  having  completed  plana  to  do 
bualneag  with  all  parta  of  the  worM 

by  means  of  American  ships,  the  time 
has  come  when  British  shipowners  tx* 
aHowed  to  conduct  their  buainesa  as 
seems  beat  to  them.  "They  see  no  need 
of  committees,  controllers,  advisers 
and  dispensers  of  licences,  now  that 
t^e  war  is  over.  Their  grievance  la 
largely  based  on  the  fact  that  Ameri- 
can ships  can  get  a  larger  frelgftt  rate 
than  the  British  boats  in  the  same 
trades.  British  shipping  is  being 
directed  from  the  River  Plate  at  638 
ed  per  ton,  while  the  foreigner  has  no 
difficulty  in  securing  ZOOs  for  the  same 
voyage.     To  quote  an  exchange: 

"The  United  States  has  built  ships 
to  make  money  and  to  carry  American 
goods  to  all  parts  of  the  world  to  make 
more  money.  This  country  wants 
money,  much  more  than  our  cousins 
acrosg  the  Atlantic  do,  yet  on  the  pre- 
tence of  bringing  in  foodstuffs  cheaply 
our  bureaucrats  are  choking  up  one  of 
our  principal  sources  of  revenue.  Even 
Sir  Leo  Chiossa  Money  has  stated  that 
higher  freights  are  necessary  to  save 
the  country  from  bankruptcy  and  he 
is  absolutely  right  this  time,  although 
we  do  not  often  find  ourselves  in 
agreement  with  him.  As  matters 
stand  at  present,  the  foreign  ship-' 
owners  get  all  the  plums  and  British 
shipowners  have  to  bring  over  from 
th»-Plate,  Australia  and  America  food- 
stuffs at  a  very  low  rate  of  freight, 
supposedly  for  the  benefit  of  the 
working  classes  of  Great  Britain, 
France  and  Italy.  At  least  that  is  how 
It  la  put  by  the  apologists  for  the 
.tystem,  but  the  fact  of  the  matter  Is 
that  food  is  extremely  dear  in  all 
countries  named  and  elsewhere,  owing 
to  causes  which  are  too  well  known 
ta  all  who  are  well  acquainted  a'ith 
the  real  position  of  affairs.  The  policy 
is,  in  short,  nothing  more  nor  less  than 
a  sop  to  labor,  Hhlpo^^'nera  being  the 
scapegoats  of  the  wasteful  politicians. 

"France,  of  course,  is  short  of  ship- 
ping, but  that  Is  no  reason  why  British 
shipowners  should  be  called  upon  to 
carry  wheat  from  the  River  Plate  at 
absurdly  low  rates  for  her  benefit, 
while  French  ships  are  free  to  oper- 
ote  elsewhere.  Let  all  shipping  be 
quite  free,  and  let  rates  be  fixed  by 
the  law  of  supply  and  demand.  The 
rates  now  in  vogue  for  'directed'  voy- 
ages would  probably  rise  at  first,  but 
on  the  other  hand  the  freights 
charged  by  foreign  owners  would 
most  certainly  be  very  heavily  shaded, 
and  thus  in  the  course  of  time  the  real 
market  valae  of  all  tonnage  would  be 
arrived  at.  Thia  has  got  to  be  done 
sooner  or  later,  and  there  is  really  no 
need  to 'postpone  the  day  any  longer; 
unless  it  is  thought  to  be  Imperative 
that  American,  Norwegian,  Japanese 
and  Dutch  shipowners  should  secure 
all  the  profits  there  are  to  be  made  In 
the  shipping  trade."
